PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept? 11.—Mrs. 
Jane Perin, who committed suicide to- 
day at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ack- 
royd, at Harrow-on-the-Hill, England, 
was the daughter of Gen. Victor A. Sar- 
tori and prominent in Philadelphia so- 
ciety, where she was one of the most 
conspicuous of the younger beauties in 
society. She was,about 27 years old and 
was the wife of one of the most eccen- 
tric young men in Baltimore. 

Mrs. Perin came of an old American 
stock, and for many years her father 
was a consul in Belgium. Three daugh- 
ters. were born te the’ Bartorts. “They 
had little money, and their first appear- 
ance in Philadelphia was with a family 
of the name of Wilson, Their attempt to 
climb the sacial ladder in Philadelphia 
had little success until the eldest girl, 
Elaine, married D. Murray Bohlen. She 
brought her sisters, who afterward be- 
came Mrs. Ackroyd and Mrs. Perin, to 
Philadelphia. Both were beautiful girls 
and many eligible men paid them hom- 
age. 


Eldest Sister Divorced. 
Mrs. Murray Bohlen was divorced 


from her husband about a year ago and 
has since become the wife of: Julian 
Story, the artist, whose first wife was 
Mme, Emma Eames, the singer. 

With her husband, Lawrence Perin, 
Mrs. Perin sailed for Europe on the 
Adriatic on April 28, expecting to spend 
the summer in England. Her visit to 
Ergland was timed so that she might 
attend the wedding of her sister to Ju- 
lian Story. 

‘““he circumstances attending the wed- 
ding of Miss Jane Gordon Sartori to 
Lawrence Perin of Baltimore attracted 
wide attention. They became engaged 
at Narragansett Pier four years ago. 
Mrs. Sartori, mother of the girl, wired 
from Europe forbidding the marriage, 
but on the following day with three 
friends of Perin, one of whom was Will 
Lehr, Harry Lehr’s brother, they mo- 
tored to New York, where the ceremony 
was performed by the Rev. Homer §Q. 
Tavlor, assistant rector of the Church 
of the Holy Cemmunion. Mr. and Mrs. 
Perin went abroad at once, and since 
that time spent their honeymoon in 
England and on the Continent. 

Perin, who was eight years older than 
his wife, had been a frequent visitor 
in New York. He usually came alone. 

Perin sprang into notoriety about six 
years ago by visiting the White House 
and declaring that he wanted to learn 
politics from President Roosevelt. He 
was removed from the grounds. Later 
young Perin, who said he wanted an 
office on the Republican ticket, gave a 
political dinner at Baltimore, at which 
all the guests were Democrats. 

Perin Attacked Hearst. 

After this escapade young Perin wrote 
a letter to William R. Hearst in which 
be attacked him severely for a publica- 
tion about a peculiar style of over- 
coat he was seen wearing in Broadway 
and while in a high state of excitement 
visited Baltimore newspaper offices and 
offered to pay to have the letter pub- 
lished as an advertisement. 

Perin was committed on May 16, 
1903, to Rutler’s insane asylum, Prov- 
idence, R. I., by Judge Ruckert. . Drs. 
George L. Shattuck and Charles W. 
Higgins, who were secured by Nelson 
Perin, the father, testified at the hear- 
ing that in their opinion his case was 
incurable. He had previously, In Jan- 
uary, 1903, been at the McLane asylum 
in Boston, and escaped from there. 
The elder Perin stated on the witness 
stand that he had given his son $100,- 
000 which he sqtandered. 

After the death of the elder Perin, 
who left a vast fortune, Lawrence 
Perin managed. to get out of the 
Providence institution and from that 
time until his marriage he divided 
his time between Baltimore and New 
York. 

Since their marriage the Perins 
have made their home i” Maryland 
City, but have paid frequent visits to 
Philadelphia.

"WASHINGTCN, ~ Sept. 11.—To the 
President of the United States and to

department will come any questions that 
may arise regarding the right of pos- 


session of the region ot the North Pole 
and the Arctic region traversed by 
Peary, and to the Navy Department, of 
which he is an officer, Commander Rob- 
ert EH. Peary nas communicated the re- 
sults.of his expedition, and the fact that 
he reached the North Pole and hoisted 
the Stars and Stripes on April 6 last. 

As soon as he came within telegraph 
communication Mr. Peary notified the 
President of what he had accomplished, 
and followed this up with dispatches 
from Battle Harbor, where his vessel is 
now coaling and undergoing repairs, to 
the Secretary of State and te the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

In reporting to-the State Department, 
Commander Peary, after stating that 
he hoisted the Stars and Stripes at th 
North Pole April 6, adds that he for- 
mally took possession of ‘“‘that entire 
région and adjacent land for and in the 
name of the President, United States 
America.”’ He adds that a record and 
the United States flag were left in pos- 
session. 

Report Is Official. 

The Commander’s dispatch to the 
United States was typical of that of an 
officer returning from a mission an- 
nouncing to his superior officer, that 
fact, and adding that he had hoisted 
the navy ensign on the North Pole on 
April 6.

City Chemist Is Encouraged 
‘When Judge Klene Fines 
Fight Dealers. 





After a decision Saturday by Judge 
Klene.in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, sustaining the milk ordinances of 
St. Louis, City Chemist Thomas A. 
Buckland announced that he would 
start prosecutions against every milk 
dealer#in the city who sold milk be- 
low the standard established by ordin- 
ance, 

“Until this decision,”’ said Mr. Buck- 
land, ‘“‘we have been working pretty 
much in the dark. The Supreme Court 
had decidéd against ordinances similar 
to these, and the milk dealers contended 
these were unconstitutional. Now that 
the court has passed on them we wil! 
begin many prosecutions.”’ 

Judge Klene’s decision was handed 
down in eight cases appealed from po- 
lice courts. He sustained each convic- 
tion in the lower court.

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.--One of the last 


men to talk with Edward H. Harriman 


before the relapse of last Sunday that 
ended in this death was J. P. Morgan. 

The financier went to Arden house 
Thursday of last week when the im- 
provement in Mr. Harriman’s condi- 
tion was at its height, and in spite of 
his bodily weakness, the head of the 
Union Pacific system was as well fitted 
to discuss business as at any time in 
his life. 

For nearly two hours the two leaders 
of American finance.sat on the porch 
in the sun. It is believed that at this 
conference plans were laid to support 
the financial market in the event of 
Mr. Harriman’s death or in case his 
health. forced him to abandon all busi- 
ness activity. Mr. Morgan’s estate on 
the west bank of the Hudson joins that 
of Mr. Harriman. 

Harrimau Knew He W as Dying. 

When this conference occurred Mr. 
Harriman knew he was a dying man, 
although he kept this information from 
his family and steadily encouraged their 
belief that he would get well. No one 
saw more clearly than Mr. Harriman 
what would probably happen when he 
died. For the sake of thousands of rail- 
read stockholders, as well as for his 
own interests, he knew that unless the 
strongest money power ‘in the country 
“got under’ the market the effect of 
death would be disastrous. This, with- 
out doubt, is why he called in Mr. Mor- 
gan. 

All calculation as to the successor of 
Harriman in the domination of the 65,000 
misk¢s, of railroads te controlled were 
upset when it was learned that J. P. 
Morgan & Co. have accumulated sub- 
stantial holdings of Union Pacific stock, 
enough to warrant Mr. Morgan, if he 
insists upon it, in getting a place in the 
Union Pacific directorate. 

The death of Mr. Yrarriman makes a 
vacancy in the board and men -who are 
in a position to know predicted that J. 
Pierpont Morgan Jr., the son of Amer- 
ica’s foremost financier, has been se- 
lected by the elder Morgan to be his 
representative in the Union Pacific di- 
recicrate. It was even further declared 
that young Mr. Morgen might be chosen 
ehairman of the board, the position held 
by Mr. Harriman. 

A special meeting cf the directors of 
the Union Pacific will be held Monday 
next, and it promises to be the most 
momentous in the history of the com- 
pany. Whether the elder Morgan will 
be willing to show his hand so soon 
after the death of Mr. Harriman and 
have his son elected Monday as a direc- 
tor of the company is a matter of guess 
work.

A proposal from the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion to make a friendly test case of the new law 
taxing brewers, rectifiers, distillers and whole- 
salers of liquor was frowned on by Excise Com- 
missioner Caulfield. It is reported that Mr. Caul- 


¢} field said no State official should agree to make 


a test case un a law; his duty was to enforce it, 
That is a simple and correct view to take. Hx- 
ecutive officials are charged with no obligation 
to consider the necessity, desirability or. constitu- 
tionality of a law. Their cne duty is to enforce 
the law. They are not obligated to consider 
uences or the feelings or pockets of the in- 
dividuals whom enforcement of a law will most 
particularly affect. Why deal with the liquor 
men in this way? 
_ Unwittingly Mr. Caulfield, in stating that the 
only duty of a State official is to enforce the law, 
entered on the record a stinging criticism of both 
himself and Gov. Hadley. These two State of- 
ficials in consultation with representatives of the 
liquor interests present an undignified spectacle. 
Nothing could be more preposterous than an ef- 
fort by the Governor of a State to ascertain the 
pleasure of affected persons before proceeding to 
enforce a law which those persons have for- 
mally declined to obey. It is as preposterous 
that these interests should stipulate the closing 
of illicit lid clubs as the price of their obedience 
to the tax law. 

This picture of Gov. Hadley proselyting among 
the liquor men and vainly endeavoring to make 
a dent in their adamant creed, would be comedy 
if it were not for the suggestion of tragedy. 
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Window glass manufacturers of Ohio have fol- 
lowed the window glass manuiacturers of Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia in advancing prices 
from 7% to 15 per cent. Window glass in the 
smaller sizes was one of the articles on. which 
the duty was revised downward. Much ado was 
made about this notable concession, and it was 
g@onfined to the smajler sizes because, as the 
standpatters argued, it would benefit the poor 
man. This action of the manufacturers makes 
it perfectly plain that the excess of protection is 
still so great that trust extortion is not affected 
in thé least. 
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A LESSON FROM KANSAS CITY. 

By a vote of 20 to 1 the people of Kansas City 
approved the new union depot and terminal or- 
dinance which was submitted to them for a de- 
cision. Such an overwhelming vote of approval 
is convincing testimony of a popular belief that 
the terms of the ordinance give no unfair ad- 
vantage to the franchise getters and that the in- 
terests of the public are amply safeguarded. 

The method of reaching this settlement was 
simple. There was an orderly and business-like 
investigation of the situation and an accurate 
computation of the value of the work to both 
the interested parties. The railroads made no de- 
nial that the privileges sought would be of great 
value to them; the city admitted that it would 
also be greatly benefited. Each gave according 
to the advantages gained. Both will profit ac- 
cording to the investment made. 

The whole is in excellent illustration of the 
simplicity which may characterize the contracts 
between cities and corporations when negotia- 
tions are conducted in the proper spirit and with 
full appreciation of the mutuality of the obliga- 
tions.

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THE MAKING OF A REAL MAN.

All that Johnson did for literature and for sci- 
ence are of less importance now than that though 
he had the worst “disadvantages of birth,’”’ he had 
the making of a man in him. His disadvantages 
were not only those of poverty and obscurity, but 
of hereditary disease which science now uses as 
a test of degeneracy. By the standards of the 
sdaeulit as of his own time, he was born one of 
the most unfit among the unfittest, but meeting at 
every step the most adverse conditions, repressive 
as a system organized for centuries, he made him- 
self a real man, who, in becoming so, showed 
what manhood means in the type. 

After 200 years, regardless of wnat he did for 
science and literature, it is an inspiration to love 
him for his manhood, and it is to forgive him 
everything in which he fell short of what he 
wished to make himself. In his case, as in that of 
his contemporary, Franklin, we can learn after 
two centuries what the making of a man means in 
strength, in courage and in the highest of all 
qualities, the endurance which increases with ad- 
versity until in the end it wears otit adversity and 
explains the heroic, latent in all manhood.

Postal Deficit 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn, 

In a recent editorial tn your paper, you made the 
suggestion that one way to overcome the annual 
deficit in the Postoffice Department would be to re- 
duce expenditures. I venture to say that any future 
Postmaster-General cannot accomplish any material 
reduction of. the annual deficit, unless the laws gov- 
erning the administration and working of the Post- 
office are radically changed, without seriously im- 
pairing the efficiency of the service. One of the 
causes of the deficit is the immense amount of 8€éc- 
ond-class matter, which is handled for a great deal 
less than the actual cost of the service. Another 
cause is the rural delivery, which, for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1908, according to Postmaster- 
General Meyer’s report for that year, showed an 
expenditure of, approximately, $35,000,000, with an 
inconfe of about $5,000,000 annually. The mail sent 
free of postage by the different departments of the 
Government (State, Treasury, Interior, étc.) amounts 
to about $12,000,000. If this amount was charged up 
to different departments wherein the mail matter 
originates, as it properly should be, it would swell 
the expenditures of those departments, but would 
cause quite a diminution of the posta] deficit. Your 
suggestion of a parcels post would, if carried out, 
not only remove the deficit and create a surplus, but 
would be vastly beneficial to great masses of people. 
But what right have the 90,000,000 citizens of our 
country to expect their interests to be considered 
when those interests are directly opposed to the in- 
terests of the great and powerful Express Trust?

Harriman Shares Decline to 
Figure Below Friday’s 
Closing Price.

NEW YORK, Sept. 11—The Evening |“ 
_ Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
- today, says: 

As there was reason to expect, today’s 
stock market showed that yesterday's 
pace of recovery had been considerably 
too rapid. Many stocks opened at de- 
elines from yesterday's high closing and 
failed to regain the loss. 

A few of the speculative footballs 
made a further forward burst—Union 
Pacific, for example, rising nearly 4 
points over yesterddy and Reading 1% 
~—but even with these stocks the reac- 
tionary tendency soon displayed itself. 

In the second hour all stocks declined 
continuously, 3 
them, and closing were generally at 
substantial declines from yesterday. 

The movement was not at all mys- 
terlous; ‘‘bear operators’’ who cover their 
contracts in great haste will presently 
have no more contracts to cover; other 
speculators who “‘buy on bad news" are 
in the habit of selling dgain when prices 
have recovered. 

The more rapid and violent such re- 
covery, the sooner such automatic re- 
adjustment of accounts makes itseif 
felt. 

The bank statement aie avery weak 
showing; a loss of $11,340,000 cash, with 
only a $4,000,000 loan reduction brought 
surplus reserves as of yesterday nearly 
down to 33,000,000. This is actually low- 
er than the surplus reported at this 
date, even in such years ‘as 1907 and

Mayor Calls for Decorations 
in American and Dutch 
Colors.

Bureau of the Post-Di«vatch., 
NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—Wilbur Wright 


will sail one of his aeroplanes over a 


portion of New York City for the first 
time on Sept. 21 or 22. The trip will be 
only a short one, a tuning-up spin in 
preparation for the flights he is ex- 
pected to make during the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration. He will start from 
Governor’s Island and probably circle 
about the bay and the lower part of 
Manhattan. 

Word was received by the Hudson- 
Fulton Celebration Committee yesterday 
that Wright would be here with his 
aeroplane on Sept. 18. The training of 
the two army officers, Lieuts. Lahm 
and Fulois, as aviators, has been post- 
poned, and the shed at College Park, 
Washington, is not yet finished. Be- 
cause of this Wright’s plans have been 
changed somewhat and he will arrive 
here several days before the celebra- 
tion begins. The aeroplane he is to 
use here will be taken directly to Gov- 
ernor’s Island. 

When It Comes, None Knows. 

There is something of a mystery about 
the plane in question. It is not the Gov- 
ernment machine, and, it is: understood, 
it is not a new one, built especially for 
the flights here. Where it comes from 
no one seems to know as yet. It will be 
housed while here on Governor’s Island, 
where two sheds are being erected on 
the new parade ground. 

Eventually Wright is expected to 
make a flight up the East River to the 
Bronx, across the city and pack again 
along. the line of the Hudson to Gov- 
ernor’s Island. 

No Word From Curtiss. 

Despite reports to the contrary, there 
is considerable doubt as to whether 
Gienn H. Curtiss is to fly here during 
the celebration or not. It has been 
found impossible to get any word from 
him on the subject. He is in Italy. Mr. 
Curtiss’ partner, A. M. Herring, said 
today : . 

“Tt am greatly surprised to hear that 
Curtiss has a contract to fly here dur- 
ing the celebration. If Curtiss has 
agreed to fly he will fly, and that is al! 
there is to it.”’ 

Mayor McCiennan has issued a procla- 
mation calling on all good citizens to 
decorate for the celebration, using the 
national colors and the Dutch colors— 
orange, white and light blue. “ 

Fighty-five thousand of the official 
medals of the Celebration Commission 
have been struck off. They will. be 
purchasable within a few days at prices 
ranging from 10 cents to $10, and wiil 
be splendid souvenirs of the occasion. 
The obverse of the medal is devoted to 
Hendrick Hudson and the reverse to 
Fulton.
